The  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment has  promised  that  during  the  present 
year  a  thorouRh  examination  will  be  made  into 
the  municipal  financial  situation  with  the  proba- 
blUty  that  some  relief  will  be  fortheoidinK.  This 
municipality,  however,  and  other  municipalities 
as  well,  should  be  engaged  on  the  task  of  working 
out  its  own  salvation  without  awaiting  action 
by  the  Provincial  Government,  however  helpful 
that  action  may  be  when  it  is  forthcoming. 

Victoria  never  has  had  a  policy  worth  while 
in  the  matter  of  its  reverted  lands.  It  has  allowed 
the  .subject  to  drift  through  the  yc.uv  No  cam- 
paign of  a  persistent  character  hu..  beta  engi- 
neered to  replace  the  lots  that  have  reverted  to 
the  city  in  the  tax-payini?  column.  In.stead,  the 
practice  has  been  on  the  part  of  succeeding  mu- 
nicipal regimes  to  bemoan  the  situation  in  which 
the  city  finds  It.self.  This  proce.ss  is  very  bad  pub- 
licity and  certainly  not  of  a  character  which  will 
Induce  the  coming  of  new  residents.  There  should 
be  an  ordered  plan  for  the  dl.spnsal  of  reverted 
property,  an  advertising  campaign  to  show  the 
character  of  the  lots  available  fdr  sale  by  the 
city,  and'  inten.sive  publicity  carried  on  all  the 
time  with  a  view  to  iipproving  the  situation. 
There  is  too  much  of  a  'cry  of  spilt  milk  and  too 
little  attention  Ls  paid  to  sucli  rccon.struction  a.s 
Will  restore  confidence  in  real  estate  values. 

The  city  is  now  the  largest  land-owner  in 
Vii  t  i  ia  It  has  a  responsibility  in  this  respect, 
und  that  is  one  of  Inspiring  confidence  In  the 
future.  That  confidence  will  not  be  strengthened 
by  the  continuous  process  of  going  to  the  Provin- 
cial Oovernment  hat  in  hand.  The  city  can  at 
least  make  the  attempt  to  show  what  a  construc- 
tive policy  will  do  in  the  way  of  lessening  the 
number  og.  reverted  lots  on  its  books.

Our  knowledge  of  tlie 
ways  of  banks  is  quite  superficial, 
but  authorities  declare  thn!  the 
chief  assets  of  bank.s  are  deposits, 
and  that  when  creditors  lose  confi- 
dence In  the  credit  of  such  institu- 
tions there  Is  a  ni.sh  to  withdraw 
accounts  and  an  inevitable  crash. 

Confidence  and  credit  are  also  as- 
sets of  banks.    How  much  oonfl> 

dence  and  credit  would  be  attached 
to  a  bank  set  up  by  the  Mayor  of 
Vancouver?  If  a  dvlc  bank  were 
established  In  Vancouver,  would 
there  bt  a  rush  to  make  deposits  of 
money  in  It?  Depositors  expect  se* 
curity  and  Interest  on  their  deposits. 
The  Mayor  of  Vancouver  denounces 
such  practices  and  calls  the  practi- 
tioners usurers.  He  says  hl.s  aim  is 
to  pull  down  the  temples  of  finance; 
yet  he  purposes  establishing  a  tem- 
ple of  alMtract  finance  in  Vancou- 
ver and  employing  It  as  an  instru- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  saving  tlie 
cl^  from  bankruptcy.

Saar  Coal  Problems  Are 
Now  Worrying  Germans 

GLliMAN  rejoiang  over  the  return  of  tlie 
Saar  Is  tempered  by  misgivings  about 
the  future  Of  the  important  ooal  a^  Iron 

industries.  • 

Up  to  the  present,  the  Sarr  has  been  in- 
cluded in  the  Ranch  cu.stoms  area,  and  there 
was  accordingly  no  difficulty  in  exporting  its 
products-  to  France.  But  when  the  Oerman 
Government  takes  over  the  territory  on  M;ii  i  h 
1.  the  new  French  customs  barrier  will  come 
Into  operatkm  and  tend  to  deprive  the  .i^aar ' 
of  one  of  its  best  customers. 

Trade  t)etween  Oermany  and  the  Sadr  has 
been  fostered  by  the  German  Govcriinicnl,  for 
obvkMU  reasons,  and  wherever,  possible  Saar 

indiLstries  were  given  ad\ aiitagcoius  term.s  it 
they  liad  difficulty  in  selling  their  products  in 
Germany. 

Tlie  problem  of  pro\i(linij  an  extended 
market  for  the  Saar.  uiside  Ucniiany  will  be- 
come acute  after  March  1. 

Markets  of  France 

FRANCE  lias  provided  the  Saar  with  the  best 
market  for  ooal  sinoe-thrwar.  taking  about 

forty-five  per  cent  4,500  000  tons— of  the  OB- 
nual  production  of  10,500,000  tons. 

Kxperts  believe  that  the  Saar  could  not 
find  other  foreign  markets  If  Frar^e  ceased 
her  purchaises  of  coal.  Some  part  of  the  coal 
exports  from  the  Saar  to  France  are  bound  to 
be  maintained,  but  many  experts  foresee  great 
difficulties  and  are  urging  that  Oermany  must 
buy  more. 

The      iron  and  cast  Iron  goods  markets  do 

not  present  such  great  difficulties,  as  CJermany 
has  always  taken  considerably  more  of  these 
products  than  France.  The  averagO  shl^ 
ment.s  of  .''aar  rolling  mill  products  to  Ger- 
many in  recent  years  have  been  about  600,000 
tons  annually,  twice  as  much  as  was  taken  by 
France. 

Some  relief  may  be  found  in  the  fact  that 
Germany  will  be  entitled  to  cancel  the.  Inter- 
national iron  convention  after  the  return  of 
the  Saar.  Increased  producing  capacity  will 
enable  Oermany  .  then  to  seek  an  Increase  of 
export  allotments. 


Milk  Is  Vsluable  Fopd 

THAT  the  protein  of  milk  is  of  more  value 
for  pur|)o«es  of  nutrition  than  the  protein 
of  meat  has  been  prove^i  by  %  series  of  ex- 
periments conducted  by  Dr.  Corry  Mann,  who 
reports  his  findings  In  the  current  Issue  of  the 
"Lancet." 

Dr.  Mann  found  that  Where  the  total  milk 
intake  of  the  day  wa.s  reduced  from  a  pint  to 
a  half  pint  there  was  progreeslvo  deterloraUon 

lii  the  phys|r,'il  ff>iidl'lon.  but  when  a  similar 
reduction  In  prot^Mn  efferUd  by  omitting  some 
of  the  meat  out  of  the  diet,  while  maintaining 

the  daily  pin'  of  milk.  made,  there  was  no 
ruch  physical  deterioration. 

The  protfln  content  of  milk  Is  not  dAnsged 
by  pasteurliation,  he  declares.

Why  was  I  going  in^  a  zone  off  the  British 
lilei  In  which  the  German  U-boats  were 
known  to  be  ai  live  and  had  previously  an- 
nounced to  tiie  world  that  they  would  sink 
without  wamlnir  any  ship,  of  anjf  ktad.  df  iny 
flasr,  t.'Kii  ■  .      u>  sail  ilirre? 

It  had  all  come  about  by  the  Canadian  Qov- 
emment  faUlng  to  accept  me  for  war  service, 
so  I  made  up  my  mind  to  And  some  other 
means  of  doing  my  bit  for  the  Mother  Coun- 
try in  her  hour  of  trial.  YJC.C.A.  work  ovei^ 
seas  seemed  to  offer  some  possibilities,  and  I 
was  soon  on  my  way,  leaving  my  adopted  city 
of  Revelstoke  for  my  naUve  land,  6,000  miles 
away. 

With  two  other  YM.CA.  workers  I  was  sent 
to  New  York  to  take  passage  aboard  the  first 
steamship  sailing  and.  so  I  boardM  the  lU- 
fated  Laconla  on  Saturday,  February  17.  1917.

S  the  American  steamship  ofUciaLs  quite 

 readily  believed  Germany  would  carry 

out  her  dire  threats  of  sinking  au  vessels  com- 
Ing  within  tlie  blockade  zone,  cv.  ry  prcraiition 
was  taken.  Two  days  out  from  New  York  llfe- 
belta  were  distributed  among  the  passengers, 
and  lifeboats  were  swung  over  the  slde.s.  From 
then  on  we  systematically  carried  out  lifeboat 
drill.  tmtU  every  person  on  board  knew  exactly 
what  to  do  and  where  to  go  in  the  event  of  an 
emergency.  My  boat  was  "No.  7."  Perhaps  it 
was  a  lucky  number. 

All  went  pleasantly  enough  for  the  early  part 
of  the  trip,  but  sailors  were  stationed  along 
the  dcckb  of  the  ship  and  at  the  mast  posts 
day  and  night.  Mounted  at  the  stern  of  the 
Laconia  was  a  .%ix-lnch  gun,  about  which  a 
crew  of  gunners  constantly  hovered. 

Of  course,  the  tension  among  the  passengers 
moimted  as  each  day  passed,  and  the  .sight  of 
the  chaplain,  wearing  a  lifebelt  at  the  mom-, 
ing  aervlce  of  the  second  Sunday  at  sea.  In? 
creased  the  uneasiness  of  all. 

The  daylight  passed  on  that  eighth  day  out 
from  N«w  York,  and  the  passengers,  for  the 
most  part  fo\ind  it  <'njoyablo  to  congregate  in 
the  masi?-room.  where  many  war  stories  ^cre 
told. ,  Soon  I  was  so  engrossed  In  the  tale  of  a 
Canadian  soldier,  who  had  been  invalided

[EN.  about  nine  o'clock,  It  happened. 
There  wa.s  an  eApl06lon,  dull  iii  Aound, 
but  such  as  to  send  a  shiver  from  one  end  of 
the  boat  to  the  other,  and  the  windows  of  the 
music-room  shattered.  Tliere  was  no  doubt 
as  to  what  had  happened. 

Orim  and  .silent,  but  with  outward  calm,  tiie 
assembly  made  for  the  posts  which  had  been 
allotted  them.  Plve  sharp  blasts,  signal  to 
abandon  ship,  sounded  from  the  ship's  whistle. 
I  hurried  down  the  corridor  to  my  cabin,  but  I 
did  not  waste  much  tlme  huntlnf  ior  penonal 
pos&e."ision.s,  for  I  remembered,  tVCn  at  that 
tlpie,  being  told  that  In  Uie  ease  of  the  La- 
conla being  torpedoed,  she  mi^t  possibly  go 
down  into  the  deep  in  a  matter  of  ten  minutAS 
or  so.    Not  a  very  consoling  thought. 

Up  on  deck,  tilted  at  a  dangerous  angle.  I 
found  the  entire  .ship  ablaze  with  lighLs,  for. 
after  bemg  struck,  there  was  no  reason  for  re- 
maining In  darkness.  -And  the  light  facilitated 
the  work  of  loading  and  lowering  the  boats.  I 
"easily  found  my  way  to  boat  "No.  7."  Every- 
thing was  being  carted  out  as  it  had  been  aj- 
ready  done  many  times  lit  the  course  of  ^ 
voyage. 

Steam  began  to  hiss  from  pipes  leading  up 
from  the  engine  well,  and  clouds  of  whita  and 
black  smbke  rolled  up  from  the  giant  grey 
funnels  that  towered  above  us.  As  I  looked 
up  there  was  a  roaring  swish,  and  a  rocket 
raced  Its  way  heavenward  and  broke  out  Into 
a  shower  of  stars.  Another  followed,  ttien 
more.  Would  these  signala  b*  rightad  was  the 
.  thought  of  many. 

After  passengers  and  members  of  the  Crew 
had-dambored  into  our  boat,  wili  beifan  lower- 
ing it.  The  yhip  was  listing  ( onslderable.  and 
while  the  small  boats  on  the  far  side  of  the 
vessel  were  lowered  with  Uttle  dUBeulty.  as 
they  swung  far  clear  of  the  iron  sides,  our 
lifeboat  scraped  and  crashed  against  the  metal 
plates.

S  our  bost  got  about  half  way  down  we 
discovered  that  another  boat.  Instead  of 
pulling  away  from  the  ship,  had,  somehow  or 
other,  got  right  underneath  our  boat.  We 
called  to  the  men  at  the  ropes  to  stop  lower- 
ing, which  they  did  in  time  to  avert  what 
might  have  been  serious  disaster. 

The  other  boat  headed  away  from  the  ship 
and  we  continued  to  descend  in  jerUs.  This 
time.  Instead  of  going  down  horizontally,  the 
boat  became  almost  vertical,  and  several  of  the 
occupants  were  flung  into  the  water.  I  clung 
to  a  thwart,  while  several  others  climbed 
thiity  fret  up  the  ropes,  and  back  onto  the 
deck  of  the  Laconia. 

By  tho^lme  the  boat- to  which  I  was  cUng- 
int  settled  on  the  water,  it  was  eraterlogged

in  London  for  some  time,  receiving  acclaim 
where  ever  he  performed.  He  returned  to  Han- 
over for  a  sliort  time,  then  seciued  another 
leave  of  absence  ttom  hU  post,  and  returned 
to  London.  His  .sojnuras  In  London  length- 
ened, and  his  visits  to  Hanover  grew  shorter, 
until  finally  Handel  simply  remained  in  Lon- 
don He  liked  the  EnglLsh  people.  He  liked 
their  appreciation  o(  his  music  and  found  in- 
spiration in  the  English  cultural  atOMsphere. 

Loved  and  Beloved 

HL  became  so  enamoured  with  England 
that  he  sought  naturalization,  and  ap- 
peared before  the  Hou.se  of  Ix)rds.  and  there 
took  the  oath  of  allegUince.  England  claims 
him  as  her  greatest  oompoeer.  for  i(  was  in 
Fngiand  that  he  found  ^  inspiration  for  Ills 
great  works. 

One  may  advance  many  arguments  to  the 
contrary,  but  inspiration  nnd.s  lt.s  birth  in  ap- 
preciation, and  It  was  In  England  that  Handel's 
music  was  appreciated  most.  There  he  found 
the  encouragement  to  produce  his  worlu.  and 
he  wa.s  .so  prolific  n  writer,  and  so  rapid  a 
composer,  that  he  alway.s  found  time  (or  .social 
•ctiitUca  as  well  as  the  business*  of  the  theatre. 
He  (oiiiblned  tWO  talehte  tht^t  are  not  often 
found  in  artiste,  namely  genius  and  business 
acumen.  England  to  him  was  more  than  his 
native" land,  and  thus  it  i.s  that  the  British 
Isles  may  claim  lum  Justifiably. 

It  wa.s  ju.st  prior  to  his  taking  the  oaih  ol 
allegiance  that  a  situation  arose  In  the  com- 

j)0.srr's  life,  that  lU't  oiilv  llhi  ;lrated  the  In- 
genuity of  the  comixxjier,  But  gave  to  the  World  . 
some  of  M  most  exquisite  instnimental'  music 
it  has  in  (te  possession. 

Won  Favor  Aga^  - 

THE  Elector  of  Hanover  became  King  of 
Fngiand  His  ascension,  to  the  throne 
created  an  embarrassing  position  for  Handel, 
whose  conscience  nomewhat  pricked  hijn  for  ' 
lia'.mc  (if'^rrtfd  King  Oeorjte  I,  When  he  was 
Elector  ol  Hanover. 

With  the  aid  of  friends,  he  managed  to  win, 
his  way  back  into  court  favor.  The  manner  in 
xvh.rh  he  did  It  gave  to  the  world  what  Is.now, 
known  as  Handel's  Water  Music/'     .  ' 

Handel  furnished  a  barge  to  follow  that  of 
the  Klnjf's  a.s  It'de.scended  the  Thames  during 
Mxne  festivity.  The  King,  passionately  fond 
erf  music,  asked  those  surroundlnc  him  who 
had  prepared  thr  n  u  :ii  imu  that  was  com- 
ing from  the  nearby  barge.  When  he  was  told 
who  it  was  a  reconciliation  was  bnnitht  about 
between  His  Majesty  and  Handel,  who  after 
quite  frequently  repeated  the  entertainment, 
composing  new  "Water  Music'  for  each  occa- 
sion. — 

Handel's  "Meseiah,"  written  in  less  than 
three  weeks,  is  a  monument  to  the  Inspire- 
Uonal  capacity  of  a  genius.  It  was  first  pro- 
Hueed  in  Dublin,  and  later  In  London  wherr 
!•  was  presented  once  a  year  as  a  benefit  cpn- 
ccrl  In  Bid  of  the  PVJundllng  Ho-pltal; 
mycompoaer  contributed  in  all««*4«  tl9M» 


to  the  PoundlUnr  Ra8p;tal  through  the  eon- 
certs,  and  ai.so  donated  the  orgmn.  Which  even  ■ 
today  may  be  seen  there.' 

Auditncfs  Entranctd 

a 

PEOPLE  would  walk  for  ten  miles  to  hear 
the  great  ma.ster  play,  and  such  wa.s  their 
enjoyment  tliat  when  he  would  play  the  poet- 
lude  for  the  audience  to  wend  Ite  way  out  of 
the  chapel,  they  remained  .seated  to  hear  his 
music.  Women  attended  liis  concerts  without 
'the  hoops  on  their  skirte,  so  that  more  persons 
might  be  accommodated  in  the  auditoriums. 

The  composer,  like  Beethoven,  was  Irascible, 
but.  lovable.  He  was  Impetuous,  but  had  a 
deep  sense  of  humor.  He  had  a  chai  ltable  dis- 
position, and  was  very  genuine  in  tils  dealings. 

An  amusing  story  is  told  of  his  irascibility. 
Handel  disliked  to  hear  Instruments  being  tuned 
just  before  a  concert,  so  he  in.'»Lsted  the  players 
tune  their  instruments  some  time  before  the 
performaneV.  One  evening  a  mischievous  per- 
.Non  put  the  in.struments  out  of  tune.  Tht  Klnf 
arrived,  and  Handel  gave  the  signal  to  |day 
"God  Save  the  King."  Tlie  appalimg  discord 

that  followed  (ompletelv  uprt  the  coinixver 
who  daslied  his  wig  to  the  ground,  kicked  his 
foot  through  a  drum,  overturned  a  'cello,  and 
to.s"d  a  V  iolin  Into  the  pit  In  the  wUdness  of 
his  anger.  The  King  'paclfled  the  conductor 
by  advancing  to  the  pit,  picking  up  his  wig, 
and  consoling  the  great  Handel  for  liaving 
lr»en  provoked  to  such  a  rage.

Handmade  Dirk  and 
Sheath 


♦HE  Scottish  dirk  and  sheath  .shown  here  now  in  the 
pobsesslon  of  Charles  Mackie,  633  Toronto  Street,  of 
Vlis  city,  was  made,  engraved  and  carved  by  his  brother, 
the  late  John  Rennie  Mackie.  who  died  January  3  this 
year.  It  is  a  fine  bit  of  craftmanship  and  elicited  favor- 
able  comment  when  cm  exhlMtlon  in  "Hw  Ooiouist  ofbee 
recently.  The  handle  of  the  dirk  Is  of  carved  ebony  dot- 
ted with  silver  stars.  The  butt  (shown  above),  has  a  large 

have  an  interesting  history. 

On  one  .side  oi  the  silvered  blade  is  the  Mackie  coat- 
of-arms — a  stileld  with  hand  clasping  a  dirk,  surmounted 
with  helntet:  below  the  legend,  manu.  forte  ("with  a  strong 
hand"),  and  thistle.  On  the  other  side  is  the  Scettlih 
coat-of-arms. 

The  sheath  has  three  sliver  bands,  the  first  engraved 
with  the  Maqkie  coat-of-arms.  the  second  with  "J-RII.." 
the  third  vfith  a  cross  superimposed  on  a  crown.  A  gen- 
eral thistle  design  is  the  background  of  the  particular  biU 
of  engraving.  A  small  knife  and  fork  are  set  in  their  own ' 
sheaths.  On  the  back  of  the  sheath  Is  the  legend:  "Carved 
and  engraved  by  J.  R.  Mackie,  Victoria,  B,C„  lg87."  At 
that  time  Mr.  Mackie  was  in  the  employ  of  W.  H.  Pen- 
nock,  who  was  for  many  years  a  manufacturing  Jew^er 
here  and  now  resident  at  Glyn  P.O.,  Saanlch.  The  sheath 
is  nineteen  inches  long  and  the  dirk  la  sixteen  Inches.

W  was  quite  lifted  out  of  him.self  by  the 
.sublimity  of  the  theme.  His  music  olten 
sffected  him  deeply,  and  the  valet,  vho  used 
to  take  up  his  morninK  cluxrolate,  saUThe  oftfn 
stood  silently  on  one  .side  while  his  master 
went  on  writing  rapidly,  tears  rolling  down

Handel's  life  i.s  .so  replete  v.ilh  interr.stlng 
episode^,  character  .studies  and  even  adven- 
tures, that  biographers  have  found  It  impos- 
sible to  fre.nt  his  work  and  life,  and  do  him 
Justice,  between  the  covers  of  one  book. 

In  spTn-oaching  this  subject,  the  wrltrr  read 
three  bioRraphles,  and  was  so  overawed  with 
the  Xullnees  of  the  composer's  life' that  his  only 
recourse  was^  mention  some  highlights,  and 
recommend  to  tiiose  who  have  read  this  far 
that  they  too  read  the  biographies  Once 
Martcd  the  reader  will  not  put  them  down. 
And  when  he  has  ftnlshod  %lth  one  book  he 
will  want  to  begin  another.  Just  to  get  a 
glimpse  of  tlie  master  from  «nother  author's 
viewpoint.  * 

Handel's  closing  years  were  sad  ones.  His 

eyesight  became  dim.  and  toward  the  end  he 
liecamc  totall5'  blind.  The  composer's  patrons 
and  his  vast  following  felt  for  hlM  deeply  hi 
this  afTlletion.  even  as  the  read-^iy  of  hi.s  blog- 
rsph;oA  will,  for  one  finds  the  composer  s  lov- 
able character.

SOME  Insight  of  the  .sadne.s  that  entered 
the  compo^r  s  life  Is  contained  In  an  ex- 
tract from  another  l>lography. 

"One  cenini?  wiu-n  'San.son'  was  per- 
formed. Beard,  the  great  tenor,  sang  with  deep 
feeling  the  lines: 

"Total  eciipsc— no  .sun,  no  moon. 
And  dark  amidst  the  blaic  of  noon.' 

"And  the  sight  of  the  composer,  sitting. by 
the  organ  'he  loved,  and  unable  to  .see  the 
house  where  he  had  known  £o  many  successes, ' 
was  so  pathetic  that  there  were  few  spectators 
witlioul  tears  In  their  eyes." 

•Saniiion"  was  the  oratorio  that  Handel 
placed  on  an  equality  with  "Messiah."  E.en 
In  death  he  had  not  settled  hi*  mind  as  to 
which  he  liked  br.^.i 

He  lived  a  good  life,  and  won '  the  warm, 
genuine  friendship  of  thousands.  It  would  keent 
that  Divine  Providence  had  cho  en  a  reward 
for  hli  contribution  to  the  religious  musical 
literature  df  the  time— a  reward  tftat  the  com- 
poser had  always  d?8ired.  H.mdel  had  f.::en 
laid  that  when  he  died  he  hoped  it  would  be 
on  Oood  Ptiday  so  that  he.  to  use  his  own 
word  ,  might  "meet  his  good  God,  his  sweet 
Lord  and  Saviour  on  the  day  of  Hl.s  re.siirrre- 
tlon."  To  him  tills  reque.-t  was  granted.  He 
died  Just  before  midnight  on  April  13,  ITM. 

Tills  article  has  ne:tiier  been  a  bio^iAphy  or 
a  treatise  on  the  composers  life  and  work.s. 
It  was  written  as  a  literary  aperitif  In  the-  hope 
that  the  render's  appetite  for  more  would  be 
Whetted,  and  that  stimulus  would  be  given  to 
the  activities  of  choral  groups  \n  the  city  to 
ob.serve  the  250lh  anniversary,  as  other  cities 
throughout  the  Empire  .will  do,  by  prcriucmg 
two  or  more  of  Handel's  oratorios  during  the 
annivataary  year. 

inspired  by  Nature 

IN  closing,  perhaps  an  extract  from  another 
book  might  fittingly  describe  the  work  of 
the  great  composer  in  one  ^^mall  word-picture. 
The  extract  is  from  Romalh  Holland's  book. 
The  author  .says: 

"Impregnated  with  the  nioslc  of  maslcfans. 
and  the  still  richer  music  which  flows  in  all 
Nature  herself,  which  is  specially  diffused  in 
the  vibrations  of  light  and  .shade,  that  songs 
of  the^ rivers,  of  the  forest,  of  .t;ie  birds.  In 
which  all  his  works  abound,  and  which  have 

Irusplred  some  of  his  most  picttirrsque  pages 
with  a  .seml-romanlij  color,  he  wrote  as  one 
speaks,  he  composed  as  one  breathes.  He  never 

'.sketched  out  on  pfti>er  in  order  to  prep. ire  his 
definite  work.  He  wrote  straight  off  as  he  Im- 
proviaed,  and  In  truth  he  seems  to  have  been 
the  greatest  improvlser  that  ever  was.  Whether 
extemporizing  on  the  organ,  or  playing  the 
caprlccioa  during  the  entr-actes  of  hU  ora- 
torios, or  iixuffovising  on  the  clavier,  or  when 
he  accompanied  the  singers  in  a  moet  temper- 
amental fashion,  he  asiounded  the  connois- 
seurs of  his  time.  Ong  etn  truly  say  he  im- 
provised every  mlnutr  of  his  life.  He  wrote 
his  music  with  such  an  mipetuoelty  of  feeling, 
and  such  a  wealth  of  Ideas,  that  Ms  hand  was 
c«<n.sf«ntly  lagging  behind  his  thoughts,  rnd 
ill  orfler  To'  keep  pace  with  th<m  at  all  he  had 
to  DOtt  tlMm  down  m  an  abbreviated  manne?.''

THEN  the  submarine  moved  oS  and  &oon 
submerged,  while  all  in  our  boate  sighed 
witli  relief.  It  had  been  said  that  U-boats 
had,  at  tunes,  turned  their  deck  guns  on  small 
bbate  after  sinking  the  steamships. 

Then  commenced  for  us  the  wo^.^t  part  of 
tl^  whole  business  -  the  long  weary  six  hours 
wait  in  the  open  boat  in  the  dark.  It  was  an 
experience  I  will  never  forget. 

Almost  stunned  with  wet  and  cold,  and  with 
every  article  of  my  clothing  soaked,  I  suffered 
much  from  sickne.ss  as  Uie  result  of  the  salt 
water  I  liad  swallowed.  All  the  while  the  boat 
tossed  up  and  down  to  increase  the  nau.sea, 
and  ttie  sweUa  slopped  over  the  sides  and  flUed 
the  bottom  with  water.  We  balled  continuously. 

Occa.sionally  we  coi^ld  see  the  other  small, 
boate  at  a  distance,  as  all  showed  oil  lanterns 
from  their  prows.

The 
men  at  the  oars  pulled  with  renewed  vigor,  for- 
getting the  j>tr&:ii  and  pains  of  violent  vomit- 
ing, and4tblivious  of  blistered  hands  and  nwt. ' 
half-frozen  feet. 

Again  the  b^archlight  swept  around  and  Uie 
ahip  sighted  us.  That  we  knetr,  for  it  turned 
on  Ita  red  and  green  sideli^;ht:>  and  headed  for 
our  position.  We  floated  off  its  stern  as  the 
sea  ran  higher  and  higher,  to  make  the  ^b 
of  taking  us  aboard  all  the  more  hazardous. 
At  times  our  boat  rode  high  on  a  mighty  swell 
and  stood,  for  a  second,  on  a  level  with  the  rail 
of  the  low-built  Britisli  patrol  and  mine* 
.sweeper,  then  plunged  into  a  dcp  trovigh. 

Eventually,  however,  wc  were  taken  aboard, 
as  were  the  oeeupanto  of  othar  tttUa  boate 

with  their  half-frozen  passengers. 

Women  and  children  were  ushered  into  the 
officers  quarters,  and  two  of  the  stewardesses 
of  the  Laconla  passed  baslna  tt  MUng  navy 

(ocoa. 

The  men  grouped  thenvselves  near  steam 
I^pes  in  the  petty  olflcm^^quirters,  or  OVer 
the  grating  in  the  engine  rooms.  The  sliips 
doctor  took  charge  of  the  injured  and  put 


them  away  in  bunks. 
Of  course  the  rescued  compared  notes,  and 

I  then  di-scovered  that,  bad  as  our  plight  had 
been,  others  liad  fared  even  worse.  The  peo- 
ple In  boat  No.  22.  for  instanee.  had  a  tanfUa 
lime.  When  this  boat  wa.s  being  lowered  a 
wave  dasiied  it  against  the  bide  of  the  liner, 
damaging  it  and-itearly  filling  it  with  water. 
It  only  kept  afloat  with  immense  difficulty. 
The  oars  could  not  be  used,  aiwl  the  boat  just 
drifted  about  hopelessly,  for  ten  hours,  before 
a  patrol  boat  came  across  It. 

In  the  meantime  eight  of  the  people  In  the 
boat  had  died  from  exposure.  Including  Ameri- 
can passengers.  As  each  one  died  the  body  Vii 
thrown  into  the  sea — a  hard  but 
duty.  * 

Truly,  it  was  a  ^mstly  affair,  one  in 
the  war  lords  did  a.s  was  their  custom— took 
no  notice  of  little  children,  and  defenceless 
women.

Birds  at  Cobbto  Hill 

De«x  Editor  On  your  page  for  children  in 
The  Cotonisl  I  i>aw  your  article  entitled  "Bird 
Oenpttltlaii.'*  I  vUi  »  bof  thlrtten  yean  old. 
and  I  llv«  on  a  small  fanni.  We  have  a  gr(«t 
variety  of  cover  In  this  part  of  the  country 
Md  eMh  hM  tU  own  bMuUf  ul  UtUe  dwellen. 
"During  the  last  few  years  I  have  had  many 
Uttie  birds  to  atudy.  and  I  have  become  greatly 
inteuMted  in  thm.  Tliere  is  in  almoet  unbe- 
;  •  variety  of  birds  In  our  district,  both 

resident  and  Summer  visitant.  On  a  small 
lake  Mar  our  home  the  wild  water  fowl  con- 
gregate in  treat  Tuimbcrs.  TTifre  are  widgeons, 
bluei>Ula,  mallarda,  grebes,  buftte  bead,  coot, 
cte.  I  ahaU  attempt  to  deeerlbe  thT  Mrdi 
under  the  headings  1,  size,  color,  etc:  2,  habits; 
3.  ncets  and  eggs.  Perhapa  the  last  heading  is 
not  Included. 

The  song  sparrow  is  an  4nterestjng  little 
fellow  that  U  common  almost  everywhere  on 
the  Island.  The  wings,  beak  and  tall  are 
brown  The  head  )s  brown  with  chocolate- 
colored  stripes  on  It.  The  under  parts  are 
greyish  striped  with  brown.  The  else  Is  ap- 
proximately two  inches  smaller  than  the  robin, 
and  the  body  plum  ply  built.  The  bill,  like 
other  sparrows',  Is  cotiical.  Tliese  birds  are 
always  Interesting  to  study.  They  are  some- 
times quiet  and  sometimes  very  noisy,  espe- 
elally  when  one  intrudes  upon  their  solitude. 
When  they  are  fed  they  appear  regularly  for 
their  suet,  cnunbs,  meat  and  fruit  which  we 
throw  to  them.  sdBn  the  males  Will  UB  IlUI^ ' 
Inff  their  beautiful  loag.  After  the  mate  is 
won  and  the  .■;lte  choern  both  birds  work  at 
nest  building.  The  nest  is  built  on  the  ground 
or  in  a  leirbush.  ITls  usually  very  «^  buUt 
and  is  compavd  of  gra-sses.  bark,  hair,  leaves, 
etc.  Tha  eggs  have  whltiiih  or  greenisli-whlte 
baekgroohds  spotted  with  different  shades  of 
brown.  The  egfrs  are  m  variable  that  it.  is 
sometimes  hard  to  distinguish  them. 

lite  spotted  towhee  is  another  of  our^won* 
derful  bird  residents.  When  taurht  not  to 
fear  us,  they  come  hopping  within  arms 
reach  for  the  food  put  out  for  them.  They 
are  very  interesting,  and  one  can  dLstlnguish 
them  even  by  their  whining,  cat-like  note.  The 
Mrd  is  as  handsome  as  one  wiehes  to  see.  "Hie 
head,  wings,  tall  and  batk  arc  bi.ul;  Tlie 
wings  are  spotted  white.  The  breast  and  sides 
are  deep  russet  «nd  the  under  parts  white. 
The  head  has  unu.sually  complcuous  red  eye.s 
and  conical  bill.  Tlic  birds  fly  peculiarly,  and 
when  in  flight  the  |all  shows  two  white-  spots, 
one  on  each  side.  The  size  Is  somewhat  smaller 
than  the  robin.  In  Spring  a  pair  of  liiesc  birds 
choose  a  good  spot,  usually  on  the  ground,  and 
start  building  the  nest.  It  is  composed  of 
cedar  bark  and  other  coarse  material  and 
lined  with  tine  grasse-s.  In  this  cradle  the  four 
eggs,  which  are  white  spotted  with  reddlih 
brown,  are  laid,  ^e^e  birds  do  not  fly  unlcaa 
danger  Is  very  near  the  nest.. 

Bveryone  in  the  country  and  city  must  know 
the  little  j<inco  or  sr.ow  bird  They  are  seen 
almost  everywhere  and  need  little  description. 
Their  head  is  black,  the  sides  greyish  brown, 
shndini;  In  rtpv  underneath  Tlir  tail  Is  black 
and  barred  white  when  the  bird  is  In  flight, 
me  bacfk  is  greyish  black.  The  Juneo  is  some- 
time,"; thought  to  be  a  herald  of  the  coming 
snow.  This  Is  absolutely  without  foundation,  in 
our  district  at  least.  Hie  little  Junco  goes  up 
on  the  bench  land.s  to  build  its  cradle  for  the 
eggs.  It  is  built  on  the  ground  usually.  These 
little  birds  flock  around  in  great  numbers 
Wlien  they  are  fed,  and  they  do  not  seem  to 
be  very  shy.  After  the  nest  Is  built  the  mother 
bird  lays  four  egg.'t  of  a  whitish  color,  beauti- 
fully spotted  with  light  brown. 

The  tiny  little  chestnut-backed  chickadee  Is 
one  of  our  most' useful  birds.  Flying  around 
among  pine  and  fir.  willow  and  alder  and 
.shnibs.  thlK  little  bird  Is  heard,  if  not  seen. 
.Ks  he  hunts  for  caterpillars.  Insects,  larvae, 
etc..  his  clear  little  call  is  heard  for  some  dis- 
'ance.  I  think  that  hl.^  name  chlck-a-dee 
must  be  derived  from  the  notes  o(  tills  bird, 
Which  are  "ehick-il-dee-dee,"  then  with  a 

'ittle  qn'^,«;t ionliiR  note,  "tee  drr-c-e-dsee"  he 
is  off.  One  cannot  help  being  ashamed  of 
grumbling  about  snow  and  cold  wather  when 
thu  rheery  little  fellow  is  about.  The  .tides 
and  back  are  a  beautiful  chestnut  color.  The 
head  and  throat  are  black.  Under  each  eye  a 
broad  white  patch  nin.s  from  the  front  of  the 
head  to  the  back  of  It.  The  breast  and  under- 
parts  are  greyish.  The  tail  is  bUCk  and  the 
wing.*;  brownish  grey  For  a  ne.sl  the  chicka- 
dee pecks  out  a  hole  in  a  soft  stump  or  small 
snag.  UBually  not  far  from  the  ground  and 

Ahr,\i\  ttiree  or  four  inrlio.s  In  depth..  The  nest 
is  made  of  fur,  hair,  feathers  and  other  fine 
material.  The  mU  are  white,  daintily  spotted 
with  light  brown. 

Ttit  lltUe  house  wren  Is  often  found  in  the 
bracken  and  shrubs  on  Vancouver  Island.  He 
li  a  pert,  saucy  little  fellow,  with  his  tail  held 
high  and  saucy  eyesMleam.  The  flight  Is  v^ry 
peculiar.  The  house  wren's  body  Is  clothed 
mostly  in  brown.  Two  white  stripes  are  on  the 
head,  one  above  each  eye.  "R^e-eolpr  of  the 
feathers  appears  as  a  btown.  but  on  closer 
inspection  two  very  distinct  shades  are  visible. 
The  under  parts  are  grey^,  and  the  tail  Is 
barred  with  dark  and  light  brown.  A  pair  of 
WnlM  ghoose  a  house,  bam.  old  woodpecker's 
hole  or  the  cleft  in  a  tree  for  nesting  site  The 
nest  is  composed  of  a  platform  of  sticks  on 
which  la  built  the  real  cradle.  The  materials 
used  are  halr.<;  of  horses,  feath^s.  grass,  snake 
skin,  etc.  The  eggs  are  white,  densely  speckled 
with  reddish  brown.

Sparrows 

During  that  terrible  cold  snap  my  two 
brothers  Ind  I  arauaad  OMnelves  by  watching 
the  birds  Mother's  washstand  had  been  left 
on  the  porch,  and  it  was  covered  with  snow. 
The  snow  was  brushed  off  and  enimbs  were 
scattered  over  It.  In  a  few  minutes,  when  the 
bh^  thought  that  everythljjg  was  safe,  they 
flew  to  the  crumbs.  llMrt  were  Jtmeoea  and 
buntliiRs  One  fat  junco  took  pos-vsalon  of 
the  crumbs,  and  all  other  birds  were  chased 
away  until  he  aueoeeded  in  dragging  a  huge 
crumb  down  the  steps,  where  he  proceeded  to 
dispose  of  M.  The  pretty  little  buntings  were 
crowding  over,  a  jrteee-  of  suet  tied  to  the 
clothes  line.  The  birds  only  came  for  crumbs 
until  the  snow  had  disappeared.  In  the  Sum- 
mer, Jtmcoes  nest  tii  our  woods.  Itut  neete  are 
made  of  string,  .small  feathers,  horsehair  and 
small  twigs,  all  woven  together  to  make  the 
soft,  cosy  nest  for  the  'bablet  that  would  soon 
hatch.  These  sparrows  eat  berries,  crumbs, 
seeds  and  a  few  Insects.  In  the  Fall,  great 
flocks  of  these  birds  gather  and  some  go  South 
for  a  warm  Winter,

woods.  Just  the  other  day  I  was  out  at  the 
sand  plt^  place  where  we  play  on  hot  daya 
in  the  Summer — when  I  heard  a  slight  rustling 
In  the  bushes.  I  went  to  investigate,  and  at 
once  all  the  leaves  took  the  shape  of  quail  and 
moved  further  into  the  bush.  I  moved,  too, 
and  this  swred  them  so  they  flew  to  a  nearby 
tree  for  protection.  When  I  go  to  school  I  go 
through  another  wood.  There  are  many 
pheasants  there.  Suddenly,  right  beside  me 
was  a  whirring  of  wings  and  every  bush 
seemed  ahvc  witli  thfm  It  takes  a  skilled 
eye  to  find  iheae  birds  because  nature  colored 
them  like  the  leaves.  These  birds  do  not  build 
nests,  but  shape  nests  in  the  ground  under  a 
log  or  by  rocks  and  trees.  One  pheasant's  nest 
I  found  was  tfnder  a  hollow  oak  log.  The 
ue.xi  Summer  a  quail  made  her  nest  a  few 
yards  from  this  spot.  When  she  was  discov- 
tred  she  flew  away  and  her  eggs  were  counted. 
There  were  fourteen  of  them,  white  with  brown 
spot.'.  After  the  pheasant  left  her  nest  the 
cggslielLs  were  collected  and  courtted.  There 
were  seventeen  nearly  whole  brtfwn-speckled 
egK,'«iiol!';  T'.ip  baby  phea.<ants  and  quail  can 
follow  the  mother  soon  after  they  are  hatched. 


The  Towhee 

The  towhee  is  a  very  private  bird.  They 
are  not  as  cheeky  as  a  crow  or  as  lively  as  a 
chippy  qjaiTow.  sometimes  lately  I  have  been 
In  the  woods  and  have  heard  a  rustling  sound 
In  the  bushes.  I  have  fcrilowed  the  sound  and 
have  discovered  a  towhee.  probably  i>rospect- 
Ing  for  a  place  for  a  new  nest.  The  towhee 
is  somewhat  like  a  small  robin,  only  Its  colors 
ai«  darker  and  brighter.  Under  its  tail  are 
white  feathers  which  show  when  the  bird  flies. 
It  gets  its  name  from  its  call  as  It  goes  throqgh 
the  woods  saying  "Towhee!  Towhee!"  The 
n'',"^ts  are  built  on  or  just  above  the  ground 
and  arc  made  of  gra&s  and  leaves. 

DMring  the  flood  iNason  I  noticed  flocks  of 
birds  fTyinji  abo\it  Marigold  Flatus.  Tliey  re- 
::emble  closely  sand  pipers,  but  they  may  be 
snipes.

A  FRIEND  OF  BOOKLOVERS 


IT  will  be  a  hundred  y«ar8  on  November  » 
next  since  Andrew  Carnegie  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Dumfermilne.  in  Scotland. 
His  father  was  a  weaver  arui  the  family  was 
very  poor. 

Aftrr  a  while  Mr  Carnegie  went  with  his 
wife  and  family  to  Pittsburgh,  In  Pennsylva- 
nia, tn  the  United  SUtes.  Andrew  was  ten 
years  old.  The  poor  Scottish  boy  vase  by  little 
and  little  to  be  the  head  of  a  grekt  steel  manu- 
facturtng  business.  He  acenmulated  an  im- 
men.se  fortune.  While  he  wa.s  alive  he  began 
to  spend  it  for  libra|-les  and  buildings  to  hold 
books.  In  many  towns  khd  cities  in  the 
United  .States.  In  Canada  and  in  Scotland, 
ti^tere  are  Carnegie  hbrary  buildings.  As  you 
know,  there  is  one  in  Victoria.  Twenty  years 
ago  there  were  scarcely  enough  books  to  fill  it 
Now  it  is  too  small  for  the  many  who  wifh  to 
use  It.  Books  from  it  are  loaned  to  the  high 
and  many  other  schools. 

Some  years  ago  a  Carnegie  fund  was  started 
to  reward  young  people  who  saved  life.  That 
priie  has  been  won  by  Victoria  lads  more  than 
once  or  twice,  and  If  memory  serves  the  writer 
once  by  a  girl. 

Mr.  Carnegie  discovered  that  some  of  the 
profcs.sors  in  collnges  in  C.inada  and  elsewhere 
had  not  received  large  enough  salaries  to  en- 
able them  to  live  comfortably  In  their  old  age.^ 
So  he  started  a  fund  tl»t  madg  life  easier  for 
many  of  them. 

But  every  man.  rich  or  poor.  must~  leave  his 
work  to  be  can-ied  on  by  others  .some  day. 
That  is  why  the  Carnegie  Foundation  came  to 
take  the  place  of  the  owner  of  the  great  wealth 
which  remained.  A  few  yoam  ago  the  peoplp 
who  composed  it  looked  round.  The  automo- 
bile had  made  it  poestble  {o  go  on  long  Jour- 
neys. Wouldn't  it  be  better,  it  wa.s  Iho-.iRht, 
to  spend  more,  money  on  books  than,  to  build 
a  fine  library  to  hold  a  lees  number? 

The  Traveling  Library 

THL  lUcd  was  wortli  carrying  oul.  tio  Miss 
Helen  Stewart,  who  opened  the  Children's 
Room  in  the  Victoria  Public  Librarv,  was  con- 
sulted. She  had  won  a  doctor's  degree  since 
she  left  us  in  war  Ume. 

The  FYn.ser  River  Valley  was  chosen  because 
many  readers,  yoiuig  and  older,  Uved  in  that 
fertile  pert  of  the  province.  Books  were  choeen 
uifl  i>'irrh.i,srd  and  a  van  bought  Tlien  the 
library  begtm  its  journeys.  Boys  and  girls, 
mothen  and  fathers,  uncles  and  aunts  came 
out  to  meet  it  T),<  .  )  .  •  the  book  asked 
for  and  took  It  home  to  read.. 

Then  the  library  moved  on  to  the  next  set- 
tlement or  village.  When  the  first  borroweni 
had  read  their  books  they  were  returned  and 
passed  on  to  the  next.  So.  by  and  by  everyone 
nad  a  new  book  to  read  Miss  Stewart  fo4ind 
that  great  care  was  taken  of  the  booke  and. 
none  were  obliged  to  read  soiled  or  .  tom^  vol- 
umes. It  was  very  pleasant  for  Miss  Stewart 
and  her  assistants  to  be  met  by  hikppy.,  eager 
children  when  they  stopped  here  and  there. 

The  time  came  when  the  Carnegie  Founda- 
tion withdrew '.Its  grant,  but,  hard  as  times 
were,  the  people  of  the  Praser  Valley  would 
riot  do  without  their  books  and  havia-dieidad 
to  meet  the  expen.se  themselves  For  the  fu- 
ture, till  the  villages  have  become  towns,  the 
vans  will  go  their  rounds  aa  they  have  done  for 
th^  past  few  years.

Our  evldettee 
shows  that  these  diseases  quread  very  slowly 
In  British  Columbia,  consequently  Uy  chief 
danger  Is  in  mulUplylng  the  disease  through 
the  chance  choice  of  infected  mother  plants. 
However  nphlds  and  other  insects  will  slowly 
spread  the  disease,  hence  kill  unthrifty  plants* 
With  mottled,  yellow-edged,  crinkled  or 
stunted  foMige  should  be  removed  from  Ui5b 
Held  and  burned.

Dr.  W.  8.  Rogers,  who  recently  spent  a  year 
on  the  ExperimenUl  SUUon  at  Summerland, 
proved  the  value  of  de-blqssomlni  plants  from 
whkb  runners  are  taken. 

Ftrfility  and  Sterility  " 

IT  Is  weU  known  to  Iqeal  growers  that  cer- 
tain varieties  are  more  or  less  self  sterile, 
owing  to  the  imperfect  type  of  flowers  they 
bear.  Paxton.  the  popular  Ute  fruiting 
variety,  U  a  case  in  point.  The  ylcld.s  are 
negligible  unless  they  are  grown  alongside 
Magoon,  British  Sovereign,  or  other  varieties 
with  perfect  blossoms.  In  testiiiK  new  varie- 
ties the  por.slble  necessity  of  growing  them 
alongside  varieties  with  perfect  flowers  must 
always  be  studied. 

Water  Logging 

STRAWBXRRIBB  are  particularly  susoep> 
Uble  to  "wet  feet"  .The  local  practice  of 
.growing  strawberries  OO  well-drained  a 
iMued  upon  exact  experimental  evMenee* 

Manuring 

THX  well-known  productive ncis  of  straw- 
berries on  virgin  soU  haa  never  been 
satlsf  acton.  V  r\  plained.  But  experimental 
proof  has  been  secured  lliai  organic  matter  is 
essential  for  inaxlmum  production.  The  root 
rots  are  ju.st  beginning  to  appear  in  this  dis- 
trict but  they  are  already  disastrous  m  many 
places  both  In  Eastern  Canada  and  Oreat 
Britain.  Proof  has  been  obtained  that  min- 
eral fertilizers  alone  tend  to  accentuate  the 
apread  of  root  rots.  Careful  studies  haVe 
ahown  that  where  the  mineral  content  nf  a  .soil 
U  excessively  high  the  root  rots  invariably 
appear.  The  local  growers  should  attempt 
to  use  barnyard  manure,  blood  or  Itah  meals 
whenever  these  ornanic  fertilisers  can  be 
secured  at  an  advanugeous  price.  Unless 
BdequaU  organic  matter  Is  present,  the  use 
of  Inorganu  fntilir.ers  on  humus-dep'.eied 
sbU  may  actually  be  harmful  rather  than_ 
beneficial. 

Root  Rots 

THB  root  rots  are  caused  by  a  variety  of 
fungi,  among  which  RhUoctonla  solani 
and  Uptosphaeria  coniothyrium  are  perhaps 
the  meet  lipporUnt.  The  Rhlsoctonia  diseass 

also  attaclcs  potaioev  Tf  a  potato  crop  Is  in- 
fested, as  judged  by  an  abundance  of  plants 
with  coarse  stems  bearing  brown  lesions  at 
their  bafe,  strawberries  should  never  be 
planted  on  the  same  soil.  The  other  fungus, 
_LeptOBphaerla  eonlothyrlum.  is  a  common  and 
serious  'parasite  upon  ra.spberries  both  on 
Vancouver  Island  and  In  the  raspberry  sec- 
tions of  the  LowSTMalnland.  For  thU  reason 
it  is  probably  unwl.se  to  plant  .strawbrrrle.s  on 
land  that  ha*  previously  borne  a  raspberry 
crop.  The  root  roU  are  frequently  character- 
ised by  the  black  color  of  the  .straNvberry  roots. 
In  propagating  strawberries  care  should  be 
taken  to  discard  all  planU  except,  those  that 
have  healthy,  white  roots.  ' 

Nematodes 

-\V/K  <*'«50vered  two  «>ecies  of 

yy  nematodes,  microscopic  worm.s  In  the 
coa.st  dUtrlcU  of  B.C.  these  nematode*  have 
only  been  disastrous  to  narcissus,  and  in  a 
few  locaUons  serious  Injury  t.i  <  hr><.anthe- 
TTOrm.s  has  becil  observed.  In  our  experlmenUl 
greenhouse  we  Have  transferred  these  i^eteles 
to  s^wberrfes,  but  up  to  the  present  have 
not  secured  satisfactory  evidence  that  they 
•re  a  menace  to  atrawberry  production.  It  Is 
mtcwtlng  to  note  that  the  strawberry  planU 
grown  in  pots  that  have  been  arttncially  In- 
oculated with  the  nematodes  Lsolated  from 
ehrysanthemumsT  have  not  produced  the 
normal  amount  of  bhxw.  although  the  plants 
themselves  look  perfectly  normal.  Any  grow- 
er who  discovers  a  strawterry  plant  with 
no  bloom  would  be  wi.sc  to  retowe  the  plant, 
roots  and  all,  for  these  nematodea  have  been 
disastrous  to  strawberries  elsewhere,  and  w« 
trttlitD  fmaat  their  spread  In  B.C. 

Vinn  DiseAet 

THE  vlriLs  disea.ses  of  strawberries  are  dis- 
cussed by  Dr.  R.  V.  HarrU.  of  East  Mai- 
ling. England,  who  examined  our  eirawberry 
plantations  last  year  Without  qiirsilon  \iru»i 
diseases  of  strawberries  are  pre.<ent  In  B.C. 
They  are  systtaiic,  that  is.  they  infect 


X  to  keep  clear  of  the  strawberry  mite,  the  . 
Tarsenemid  Mite.  Many  growers  in  Kant 
County  experience  large  annual  Icvs.ses  through 
this  mite,  and  although  a  iime-sulphur  spray 
applied  during  the  eeccod  wefk  of  March  re- 
duces the  losses.  It  is  evident  that  the  control 
measures  are  far  from  satisfactory,  conss- 
quently  any  grower  who  observes  mltas  in  loeaT^ 
plantatlon.s  should  report  the  dl3cover>'  at  once 
u>  W.  Downes,  Federal  £ntomologist,  Victoria. 

Apart  from  the  weevU,  the  strawberry  plan- 
tatlori^of  Vancouver  Island  are  comparatively 
free  of  pests.  Let  us  keej^out  the  nes^^pssts, 
the  virus  dlseasss;  and  the  root  rots  1^  can- 
fully  eliminating  all  plants  that  show  signs  of

JUDOINO  from  the  flood  of  corre^Mndenea 
that  has  descended  upon  our  "defenceWs 
heads,"  there  is  not  only  a  very  great  need 
for  our  assUtanoe  but  a  very  vague  under* 
standing  as  to  what  coiwailutes  real  Angora 
wool  farming.  Therefore,  first  let  us  clarify 
the  sUuatlon  by  staritog  from  the  beginning. 

The  Angora  rabbit  grow.s  the  finest,  whitest, 
eoflest  wool  in  the  world,  especially  warm  and 
light  In  weight,  practically  unshrinkable,  ex- 
tremely durable,  and  entirely  free  from  grease 
or  waste  matter.  It  blends  admirably  with 
pure  silk  or  the  finer  grades  of  other  wool,  and 
wlU  always  produce  an  article  "de  luxe"  for  a 

higher  priCfiL level.    

The  animal  is  beautiful  and  easy  to  handle, 
but  it  should  not  be  kept  as  a  pet  or  a  hobby. 
II  Ls  fir.st.  la.st  and  all  the  time,  a  wool  grower, 
aiid  should  be  properly  housed  and  chpped  at 
iwgulai  Intervals  tiiroughout  each  year  oC  Its 
existence. 

Careful  Planning  Necessary

healthy  mature  stock  and  their  Offspring 
wHl  need,  at  least,  100  separate  imt^hes  per 
annum,  even  under  conservative  calculations, 
producing  four  Utters  and  four  wool  crops  per 
year,  the  question  ot  the  right  place  and  the 
ri^ht  person  in  command  is  all  important  for 
lasting  succes.s.  Steady,  systematic  application 
to  daily  duties  are  dividend  producers  of  real 
worth  on  a  wool  garm.  ;»:if1  it  Is  the  healthie,st 
most  Interesting  occupation  (or  any  small 
stock  lover  seridng  cash  returns  for  a  life 
worth  living.

Disease  of  the  horse's  teeth  seldom  causes 
destruction  of  their  erownsi  3lia  dadiy  takaa^ 

place  between  the  teeth  and  often  between 
the  fourth  and  ftXth  or  fifth  and  sixth  molar 
In  the  lower  Jaw. 

In  the  case  of  the  horse  and  cow,  the  most- 
valuable  of  stock,  the  Judging  of  age  by  tlie 
teeth  has  become  a  matter  of  reasonable 
exactitude,  but  few,  Oifn  dare  to  stake  their 
reputation  on  the  exact  age  of  a  hone  or  eow 
by  an  mmlnatVm  of  the  teeth.

teeth.  The  temporary  teeth  are  usually 
vrtkltsr  than  the  penaaaent,  smaller  and  have' 
a  narrower  neck.  The  Incisors,  according  to 
their  position,  are  termed  central,  lateral  or 
eomer.  A  foal  «t  Urth  has  two  central  tem- 
porary incLsors  in  each  Jaw.  and  in  six  or 
.  eight  weeks  has  eight  temporary  Incisors 
ffour  la  eadi  Jaw),  the  latwal  ladacn  hav- 
Hsr  Jwpeana.  Bl  hai  ivilfi  lemporary 
aiolan  at  birth,  or  ioon  after;  at  alae  months 
old  four  more  and  at  six  months  the  comer 
incisors  appear,  and  are  u|r  and  In  wear  at  f^ve 
years  old.  The  canine  teeth  or  tushes,  ab- 
.sent  in  mares,  appear  at  about  four  and  a  half 
years  and  may  bs  up  at  five.  They  only  make 
their  appearance  as  permanent  teeth,  and 
often  appear  later  in  the  upper  than  In  the 
lower  Jaw. 


On  the  crown  surface  of  the  inclfior  teeth 
eavltlea  or  amiks  may  be  seen.  Them  marks, 

their  peeaenee  or  dlsappeai  nm  r  ure  the  chief 
means  bir  which  a  horse  s  age  can  be  told 
after  Ave.  At  six  years  the  auwks  an  disap- 
pearing in  tlie  ccMitral  incisors.  At  st  \Tn  the 
marks  of  the  laterals  are  going,  at  eight  the 
marks  an  departipg  frOm  the  oomen.  At 
sevMT •years  old  the  horse  has  usiuUy  a  tri- 
angular notch  In  the  upper  comer  Incisor.  At 
about  nine  years  the  marks  disappear  from 
the  central  upper  incisors;  at  ten  from  the 
laterals,  and  at  twelve  then  an  no  mariu  in 
the  upper  Incisors. 

Deterntining  Advanced  Ages 

AFTER  eight  years  it  Is  most  difficult  to 
tell  the  age  of  a  horse,  although  aome 

think  they  can  and  often  make  a  good  guess 
at  it.  C<mclusions,  faulty  though  they  often 
are.  are  based  on  a  groove  in  the  upper  corner 
incisor  beginning  to  appear  at  two  years.  At 
fUteen  it  Is  half  way  down  the  tooth,  and  at 
twenty-one  all  the  way  down. 

A  practioe,  not  so  common  now  as  former- 
ly, Is  that  of  burning  a  spot  in  hLs  corner  In- 
elsor,  with  the  hope  of  having  his  pass  as  an 
eight-year-old.  Attempta  at  burning  apoU 
have  been  tried  on  various  teeth  with  some 
meaaure  of  success,  that  la  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  hcree  trader.  Tills  deception  is 
known  under  the  common  name  of  "Blshop- 
Ing,"  a  serious  offence  In  any  court.  Another 
point  tiiat  should  be  obeerved  Is  the  fact  that 
the  teeth  on  the  two  sides  of  tlif  mouth  are 
not  always  the  same,  hence  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  Indaaa  the  animal  is  of  one  age 
on  one  side  of  the  mouth  and  a  little  different 
on  the  other  .side.  This  condition  is  most 
confusing  even  to  experienced  horsemen. 

By  observing  carefully  many  horam  and 
noting  the  teeth  as  pointed  out,  one  may  be 
come  quite  clever  in  estimating  the  age  of  Uie

TH£  saxifrage  family  is  one  of  the  larg- 
est In  the  whole  gamut  of  idants,  and 
there  are  .saxifrages  for  every  situation 
in  the  garden.  The  Isrgest  of  all  saxifrages, 
however.  U  a  bog  plant  of  considerable  merit, 
Saxlfraga  peHata.  ^ 

So  distinct  and  unique  Ls  this  .saxifrage  that 
it  is  placed  in  a  separate  genus  by  some 
autliorltles.  and  cMalnly  many  ol  thoss  per- 
sons who  are  not  familiar  with  the  plant  would 
fail  to  recognize  it  as  a  saxifrage,  especially 
In  the  Summer,  when  Its  foliage  Is  fully  de- 
veloped. 

However,  a  saxifrage  it  is,  being  the  sole 
member  of  the  Peltlphyllum  section,  and  a 
%ery  noble  and  exceedlncly  handsome  plant, 
particularly  when  planted  by  the  water  side. 

A  Fine  Blossom 

SAXIFRAOA  pe'.tata  Is  an  herbacooas .species 
.  and  flowers  before  the  leaves  unfold,  pro- 
ducing from  a  mass  of  creeping,  Beehy  rhl- 
Zdir.f.'.,  durlnR  early  Sp.  InR,  large  heads  of 
flowers  of  starry  appearance  and  varying  in 
color  from  pale  flesh  to  a  much  deeper  Shade 
of  pink  In  .some  plants.  Tliey  are  held  aloft 
on  stout,  hsuy.  red-tinted  scarpes  two  to 
three  feH  tall. 

with  the  passing  of  the  flowers,  the  Icavea 
develop,  and  throughout  thr ,  giimmss  sisnd 
up  boldly  and  will  exceed  eighteen  Inches  In 
diameter.

Nativt  of  England 

TYPHA  latlfolla.  or  reed  mace,  is  a  native 
of  Bngland  and  is  hardy,  easily  grown  and 
very  omaaMntal.  whether  at  the  water  side  or 
cut  for  decoration.  It  grows  in  tufts  of  two- 
rowed,  flat  leaves,  eighteen  to  twenty-four 
Inehes  long  and  one  to  one  and  a  half  Inchea 

V  idr  Prom  the  centre  of  each  tuft  sprinpfs  a 
Stem  six  or  seven  feet  high,  terminated  In  the 
flowering  season  by*a  close  cylindrical  spUn 
nine  Inches  long,  which  Ls  of  dark  olive,  but- 
changes  to  brown  as  it  ripens,  This  is  an  un- 
common plant  and  very  effective  In  the  bog 
or  water  side  garden. 

All.sma,  or  water  plantain,  Is  a  plant  which 
may  be  associated  with  water  lilies  and  other 
a<|Uatlc  plants  In  the  pond  or  pod.  Ttto 
variety  of  Alisma  plantapo  Is  rather  stately  in 
habit,  having  tall  panicles  of  pretty  pink 
flowers.  When  once  planted,  it  sows  Itself 
freely,  and  ore  must  l)o  circful  not  to  let  it 
become  a  weed.  It  may  be  planted  in  aliallow 
water  or  In  very  motet  soil  at  the  water's  edge.

Pansies  From  Seed 

GROWINO  panstea  from  seed  Is  a  fasci- 
nating task  and  a  almple  ono.  To  the 

reader  fortunate  enough  to  poR.sess  a  heated 
grecnJiouse  tiiey  offer  no  more  dlf ifculties  than 
any  ordinary  bedding  plant.  Beed  sown  now 
Ls.  to  all  Intents  and  purposes,  treated  In  ex- 
actly the  i>amc  way  as  half-hardy  annuals,  and 
no  diflfculttes  should  be  eitperleneed  In  bloom- 
ing the  i)lants  by  July  at  the  latest.  Once 
started,  they  will  carry  right  on  through  the 
Autumn  Bumths. 

The  day  has  gone  when  pansy  serd  was 
sometliing  In  the  nature  of  a  speculation.  Tlie 
best  <^  modem  strains  is  little,  if  anything. 
Inferior  tQ  named  varieties,  both  in  color  and 
In  markings.  Habit,  too.  has  certainly  changed 
for  the  better.  Many  years  of  rigorous  roguing 
have  produced  a  pansy  with  Inftaitttfy  greater 
merits  as  a  bedding  plant  than  many  of  the 
older  cx^bition  sorts.  Uood-quallty  strains 
da  not  pronoe  seed  abuadantly,  and  as  a  re- 
ts, comparatively  speaking,  a 
little  expensive.  Do  not  be  tempted,  however. 
~{o  purchase  cheap  seed  of  mediocre  strains. 
Tlie  difference  In  theVouality  of  the  plants 
and  flowers  themselves  is>many  times  greater 
than  the  mere  trifle  addedYo  the  initial  out- 
lay. 

A  propagating  case  is  the  Id^I  a^^commoda- 
tlon  in  which  to  sow  at  this  seasbiL  but  If  It 
is  not  available,  makeshlft-ean  easily^e  made... 
by  covering  the  box  or  jian  with  a  sliXt  of 
glass,  and  shading  with  brown  paper.  %ny 
dean,  sweet  compost, ,  wlOi  a  basis  of  ftbi 
loam  and  sufficient  sand  to  make  it  poroi 
will  suit  admirably.  The  main  point  to  be 
watched  In  the  actual eowing  Is  the  eld  maslm, 
'  sow  thinly  "  Just  how  niurh  hsum  can  be 
caused  by  tliick  sowing,  and  Its  inevitable  re- 
sult of  overcrowded  seedlings.  Is  a  point  that 
Is  seldom  fully  appreciated.  Even  a  day  of 
overcrowding  can  Injure  the  constitution  of 
the  plants,  and,  once  they  are  allowed  to  be- 
come drawn  and  weakened,  there  Is  little 
indeed  that  can  be  done  to  raatoiw  their 
energies. 

Sprinkling  of  Soil 

ONLY  just  cover  the  seed  with  a  thin 
sprinkling  of  .'oil  A.",  .soon  a*  the  ford- 
Imgs  make  tlieir  appearance,  the  glass  aiid 
shading  should  be  removed,  and  the  pane  er 
boxe.s  placed  quite  rh.sr  to  the  gla.ss.  where 
they  will  have  the  benefit  ot  ail  the  Ught  avail- 
able. A  fairly  warm  temperature  must  be 
maintained  for  a  week  or  two.  and.  as  soon  as 
the  seedUnga  show  the  third  leaf,  a^tart  can 
be  made  at  pricking  out.  At  this  stage  of 
growth  a  rather  richer  ooaipost  Is  advisable. 
Two  parts  of  good  loam,  half  part  leaf  mould 
and  half  part  sharp  aai|d  will  give  the  roots 
something  to  woife  on,  and  the  bottom  of  the 
box  can  also  be  lined  with  a  layer  of  .  mild 
manure,  as  hops,  of  which  pansies  are  particu- 
larly fond. 

Until  the  young  plants  have  settled  down 
from  the  shift  and  fttarled  into  fresh  growth, 
a  fainy  deee  atmosphere  must  be  maintained, 
but  once  thrv  iinvf  ^fart^d.  the  hardenlng-off 
process  should  not  be  delayed,  and  a  cold  frame 
win  be  the  beet  quarters  for  them.  Bven  here 
the  lights  can  be  removed  on  all  fine  mild 
days.  The  earlier  Uno  plants  can  be  got  into 
their  ftowerlng  quartern  wltl>eut  taking  undue 
I  i.vk..  Mie  better,  as  It  Will  five  them  a  change 
to  obuin  a  good  reothoM  whlle-tha.40ll  i>  etUl 
moist  and  the  weather  cool.  The  beginning  ot 
April  is  about  as  early  as  Is  consistent  with 
safety,  and  matters  must  be  so  arranged  that

By  the  Autumn  they  will 
completely  carpet  the  soil.  To  grow  good 
flowers,  some  attempt  must  be  made  to  adapt 
the  oondltlons  to  their  Uking.  By  nature 
pansies  are  deep-rootings  jilant.";,  and  unle,',. 
the  ground  Is  deeply  dug,  their  bloomiuK 
powers  must  Inevitably  ooUa^  when  hot,  dry 
.weather  comes  Slong,  Very  light,  sandy  soils 
should  have  the  addiuon  of  a  generous  dress- 
ing of  heavy  sow  or  pig  manure.  IMs  more 
than  aiiytlung  else  will  tend  to  corwervc 
moisture.  A  Summer  mulch,  Isld  down  after 
heavy  ralh,  is  also  a  great  he^,  and,  providing 
It  is  «  orked  in  under  the  foliage.  It  wlU  not  be 
unsightly. 

Heavy  or  medium  soils  do  not.  offer  tlie  same 
dlflfeultlee,  but  here  agabt  deep  digging  and 
generous  manuring  are  well  worth  while,  and 
will  play  a  great  part  in  enllcmg  the  rooti> 
downwards  In  eearch  of  food  and  moisture. 

Pansies  are  precocious  bloomen,  and  will 

gep.rrally  develop  at  least  onr  flower  while  the 
plant  is  still  Utile  more  tlian  a  small  tuft  of 
leaiveB.  These  sarly  flowen  should  always  be 
nipped  out,  giving  the  plant.s  a  chance  to  dc- 
\elop  sue  and  strength  more  conunsnsurate 
with  sttch  efforts.  Once  they  have  started  in 
earnest,  care  uiii.M  taki  n  to  that  they 
are  not  allowed  to  waste  their  energies  In  se<-d 
production.  Removing  ,spent  blooms  may  seem 
a  tedious  task,  but  unle.ss  ii  is  carried  out 
assiduously,  blooming  will  eoon  come  to  an

first  in  presenting  their  own  mar- 
velous creations  to  their  clientele.
